That the government 
of Canada is contemplating removing 
the head tax of-$500 on a Chinese en-

McInnis took a prominent part in 
working up the evidence that led to 
the suspension of Yip On, Chinese in- 
terpreter, and J. M. Bowell, controller 
of Vancouver Chinese. 

Asked to explain this activity, he 
said .he was working for Sir Wilfred 
Laurier and Frank Oliver, Minister of 
the Interior, with the view to making 
a radical change in the administration 
of Chinese immigration, which is now 
divided by the customs and trade 
commerce departments with the im- 
migration department. 

He said that Sir Wilfred Laurier 
was considering the removal of the 
head tax and the adoption towards 
Chinese of the plan that is now used 
with the Japanese that only a limited 
number be allowed to come to the 
country each year.

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ATIONAL INDIVIDUALISM. 
A citizen of Los Angeles, recently re- 
turned from Europe, decries the lack in 
America of any definite line of afchitecture 


any tolerably uniform plan of landscape 
gardening. Abroad he found in these har- 
monies features of emphasis distinguishing 
one country from another. * 

In this unfavorable comparison of .the 
old world and the new he taps the national 
root of personal freedom. Between the 
Atlantic and the Pacific waters lies Amer- 
ica, a goodly land, partaking of the quali- 
We are mighty, 
yet peaceful; and strong, yet gentle. We 
are a composite nation to which all other 
nations have copiously contributed. The 
ports of the East and the Golden Gate of the 
West are wide to the strangers of every 
land. Those who come are given the best 
of all good gifts, they are given freedom. 
They must subscribe to good government, 
but personally they are free. : 

An individual is effective so long as he 
acts normally and with spontaneity. It is 
80 with nations. We retain national vitality 
through the broad liberty and originality 
of our citizenship. We are forming our 
own ideas and our own ideals. With rev- 
erence we sit at the feet of the world's 
’ best art, but we do not imitate. We respect 
the past, but it does contain the sum 
of our models. We do not fashion our 
gardens and our parks after those of Italy 
or of Spain, any more than Walt Whitman 
or Poe looked to Greece for their measures 
of song. Our temples are not after the style 
of the Roman monarchs of architecture any 
more than the wild rose of our woodland 
seeks the blush of Sharon's rose, or than 
the wild white clover of our fields mimics 
the shamrock of old Ireland. If in some 


if our originality and individuality are at 
last fused into some common mold, let us 
hope that the composite we then present 
will not reflect the classics of the old world. 
but rather shine in a distinctive national 
idealism of our own which has slowly crys- 
tallized through and age of industrial and 
artistic progress. 7 
E AN ONION! 

Bermuda, the gem of the Atlantic, is 

well known as a summer resort, a rendez- 


station; it is famed for the cool cleanliness 
of ite coral streets. the freshness of its 
scenery and the correctness’ of its society; 
but above all, it has obtained universal dis- 
tinction as the home of the humble onion. 
The islanders plant, harvest. grow and ‘sell 
onions; eat onions; live, move and bave 


onions grow upon their graves. What cli- 


Boston, what meat packing is to Chicago, 
what the Panama Canal Exposition will be, 
(we hope.) to San Francisco, so is the onion 
to the people of Bermuda. 

When a Bermudan father is about to start 
his son in life, he does not attempt to emvu- 
late the prosy Polonius, he indulges in 
no long-winded string of dreary platitudes; 
he simply grips the young man by the right 
shoulder. looks him square in the eye, and 
says with impressive brevity, “My boy, be 
an onion!” | 

What advice, so clear, s® complete, so 
comprehensive, was ever condensed into 
three such homely words! What better ob- 
ject lesson could be pressed on the plastic 
brain of youth! The Bermudan father un- 
derstands the relative value of similes bet- 
ter than some of our college professors. 
Why draw parallels from far-off countries 
and distant climes? The boy has never 
seen them. Why compare the world to an 
ocean full of storms and rocks and shal- 
lows?, He is not a sailor. Why. hold up 
as shining examples the heroes of Israel, of 
Greece or Rome? He has never met them. 
Why urge him in the name of virtue or 
honor, of courage or perseverance? They 
are but abstract ideas. But the onion he 
knows; he has lived with it and on it and 
by it. He has seen how it never fails to | 
do its duty, from the seed bed to the set, 
from the farm to the frying pan. He has 
witnessed the golden treasure it has drawn 
to the home of his birth from the land of 
the stranger. 
To be as true, as strong, as persistent, as 
magnetic us the useful onion; this is con- 
crete, this is an idea he can grasp. To be 
able to force tears from the eyes of the 
stoniest-hearted realist, not by words or pic- 
tures or imaginations, but by direct contact; 
this is vigor, this is to be an onion. To 
brace the nerve-weary, to ‘soothe the rest- 
less, to encourage the down-trodden, to feed 
the hungry—this is Christian. this is onion- 
like. To belong to the family of the spot-‘ 
less lily, to be as various as the tulip, to 
grow steadily and surely in grace and 
strength, to carry on this growth in shadow 
and obscurity, careless of the praise or 
blame of men—this is the method, this the 
triumph of the onion. Truly a high ideal to 
set before young men and women. 

After the destroyer has ruthlessly torn 
the onion from its warm bed in the pro- 
tecting soil, has parted its bright green 
shoots from its beautiful white body, has 
cut that body with a sharp knife into a 
hundred transparent slivers, has scattered 
these slivers into a sizzling pan of fat till 
they shrivel and curl and crispen under 
the fiery ordeal, the noble, the magnani- 
mous onion rewards the tyrant with the 
daintiest and most delicious morsels of 
nourishing toothsomeness his palate has 
ever enjoyed or his stomach digested. No 
man may hope to equal the onion in all its 
surpassing qualities, to be so faithful in 
life, so forgiving in death or so helpful to 
humanity; he can at best follow in al}! 
humility the example set before him by this 
altruistic vegetable. The man who can be 
an onion—in the Bermuda sense of the 
word—has yet to be born. :

The word “Bilk” is not, as many people 
suppose, a vulgarism, or a slang creation. 
It is good strong old Saxon, occupying an 
honored place in the dictionaries, not by 
any means obsolete, and as early as the sev- 
enteenth century received the patronage 
of Dryden. It may be used as a noun, as 
one might say to a Senator who caught his 
toga in the trap of a double-faced and 
welching sophistry, “you are a bilk.” Or it 
may be used as a verb; as if the Republican 
party should say to Lissnerski, “you bilked 
us.” The meaning of the word is well under- 
stood and its application may be extensive. 
The cashier who skidooes with the funds 
of the bank; the dry goods merchant who 
sells half cotton goods for al! silk; the vet- 
erinary surgeon who does not know the 
glanders from the botts; and the clergyman 
who preaches sensational sermons to en- 
hance his fame, with no regard for the im- 
mortal souls of his hearers, are all bilks.

The principle 
is not tenable, whether judged scientifically 
or by the light of history. Very seldom 
have brilliant parents produced equally bril- 
‘lant offspring; very often their children 
have been far below the avérage morally 
and intellectually; never has a genius blazed 
forth more than once in any one family. 
The ‘truly great, as a general rule, have 
had lowly origins, have had no ancestors 
they cared) to remember, and produced no 
children who reflected their own greatness. 

Of the four great soldiers of the world, 
Ulysses Grant was the son of an Ohio tan- 

; Bonaparte was merely the “little cor- 
poral;” Oliver Cromwell, up to the age of 
40, was only a plodding, well-to-do: farmer; 
Julius Caesar had no ancestors deemed 
worthy of historical mention. And these 
truly great men left no children at all ap- 
proaching their own superb abilities, 

In the field of literature the absence of . 
hereditary distinction is even more marked. 
Homer was a blind beggar, Virgil was born 
of a freed slave and started life in a menial 
position, Shakespeare was the son of a vil- 
lage glover, Voltaire’s father was a petty 
lawyer unknown to men, Burns was a plougb- 
man and Villon a thief. None of these 
truly great men produced any brilliant chil- 
dren. Turning to the masters in science 
and engineering, we think of such names 
as Watts, Stephenson, Fulton, Morse, Edi- 
son, Bell, Marconi, and the Wrights; neither 
the fathers nor the children of these truly 
great men are remarkable for any special 
eminence. . 

Among the statesmen of the world, if 
anywhere, we should expect to see the in- 
fluence of heredity strongly marked, but 
quite the contrary is. the case. Lincoln, 
Washington, Gladstone, Burke, Garibaldi, 
Bismarck—these are great in themselves 
alone, and not in their fathers or their chil- 
dren. The sons of clergymen are as 
a rule, famed for piety. And so on, all 
down the line. 

When Wat Tyler, that sturdy opponent. 
of the poll tax, in the reign of Richard I, 
defied the King and his hereditary retainers, 
he flaunted the following banner-sign: 

“When Adam delved and Eve span, 

Who was then the gentleman?” 

The man who would effectually level this

STORIES OF FAMOUS POEMS. 


“THE SKELETON IN ARMOR.” 
Henry W. Longfellow. 
“Spfak! speak! thou fearful guest! 
Who with thy hollow breast 
Still in rude armor drest, 

Comest to daunt me! 
Wrapped not in Eastern balms, 
But with thy fleshless palms 

- Stretched, as if asking alms, 
Why dost thou haunt me?” 


Then, from those cavernous eyes, . 
Pale flashes seemed to rise, 
As when the northern skies 
Gleam in December; 
And, like the water’s flow 
Under December's snow, 
Came a dull voice of woe 
From the heart's chamber, 
“Tl was a Viking old! 
My deeds, though manifold, 
No Skald in song has told, 
No Saga tanght thee! 
Take heed, that in thy verse 
Thou dost. the tale rehearse. 
Else dread a dead man’s curse; 
For this 1 sought thee. 


“Thus, seamed with many scars, 
Bursting: these prison bars, 
Up to its native stars 

My soul ascended! 
There from the flowing bow! 
Deep drinks the warrior’s soul, 
Skoal; to the Northland! skoal!” 

Thus the tale ended. ‘ 


Longfellow's familiar poem, “The Skeleton 
in Armor,” contains twenty verses—too 
to be reproduced in connection with the 
story of this poem; and as it is printed in 
‘all collections of the poet's writings, as well 
as in many anthologies of popular poems, 
only the first three and last stanzas are 
given above. 

“The Skeleton in Armor” was suggested 
to Longfellow while taking a drive along 
the famous seashore road at Newport, R. 
I. Some time previous to this drive a 


skeleton. had been dug up at Fall River, ot 


large manufacturing town due north 
Newport and a short distance to the east 
of Narragansett Bay. This skeleton was 
clad in broken and corroded armor. 

The finding of this skeleton was consid- 
erably talked about at the time, and the 
‘incident was fresh in the memory of the 
poet, when he visited Newport, and spent 
considerable time examining the famous 
Round Tower in Truro Park, in the fashion- 
able city by the sea. During his drive Long- 
fellow began associating the skeleton with 
the Round Tower, and the idea occurred to 
him that the two might, in some way, be 
connected. At least he felt there was 
enough connection between the two for the 
purpose of a ballad. . 

When the workmen of Fall River disin- 
terred the skeleton, they fouad it in a sit- 
ting position and wrapped in a thin bark 
which immediately crumbled when exposed 
to the air. . The skeleton was apparently 
that of a man of large stature and. sturdily 
built, suggesting the physique of the Norse- 
men, who are credited with having built 
the Round Tower at Newport. 

Of more significance even than its rude 
covering was the discovery that pieces of 
crude armor still clung to it. A thin plate 
of brass covered the breast, curiously pat- 
terned and carved, and about the waist was 
girdied a broad belt made of shart brass 
tubes fastened by cords of rawhide. 


At the time of the finding of this old | 


skeleton, Longfellow was a young professor 
at Harvard College. He took much interest 
in the discovery, and while the public gen 
erally supposed that it was the skeleton 
of an Indian, Longféllow claimed that as 
Indians never wore armor, it must be the 
remains ef one of those adventurous Norse- 
men who visited the coast of New England 
many years before the time of Columbus. 

“Who knows,” queried the young pro 
fessor, “whether the skeleton discovered at 
Fall River is pot that of one of the same 
bold seamen who built the Newport Tower.” 
These thoughts’ emphasized themselves. in 
the poet's mind and soon formed themselves 
into a romantic story of a bold viking and a 
fair young maiden whom he steals from her 
: kingly father and brings over the sea to the 

strange western land. This story he put 
into musical verse, and thus the poem which 
he called “The Skeleton in Armor” came 
into being. The. poem was first published 
in the “Knickerbocker Magazine” in 1841, 
and has always remained one of the most 
popular of his lighter pieces. . 

Edmund Clarence Stedman, in his “Poe 
é6f America,” says In reference to this 
ballad of Longfellow’s: “The author, full 
of the Norselas#d, was inspired by his novel 
theme and threw off a ringing carol of the 
sea-rover's love and adventure.” 

Although the poem did not appear in print 
until 1841, two years previous to this date 
Longfellow must have had its composition 
in mind, for in his “Journal” of May 24, 1839, 
he notes: “Told him (Felton) of my plan 
of a heroic poem of the discovery of Amer- 
ica by the Norseman, in which the Round 
Tower at Newport and the skeleton in armor 
have a part to play.” 

Shortly after the appearance of the poem 
in the “Knickerbocker,” it was translated 
into German by Ferdinand Freiligrath, then 
‘one of the leading young poets of Germany. 
Longfellow was delighted, and when he ex- 
amined the translation he declared:. “The 
old berkserk seems now to speak his native 


tongue.”

ENTIST FOUND | 
DEAD IN OFFICE. 


SOUTH PASADENA PROFESSIONAL 
MAN TAKES OWN LIFE. 


SOUTH PASADENA, Jan. 22.—Wil- 
liam P. Richards, a dentist residing at 
1119 Windsor place of this city, was 
found lying dead in his office in the 
Alexander buliding, Mission and Meri- 
dian streets, last evening. In his hand 
was found a bottle containing some 
chioroform, and the gas was turned 
on fullforce, and the door of the of- 
fice locked, showifig evidence of a pre- 
meditated act of suicide. Other oc- 
cupants of the building noticing the 
odor of gas in increasing volume, on 
investigation discovered its source and 
broke open the door, finding the corpse. 

Dr. Richards had been a resident of 
South Pasadena for the past ten years. 
Investigation as to the cause of his 
act will be made Monday and arrange- 
ments made for his interment. 

WILL COST MUCH. 

The proposed Arroyo Seco bridge

There was, 
however, a very vigorous protest from 
residents in the vicinity against de- 
facing the natural beauty of the Ar- 
royo Seco with such an ugly structure 
as the proposed earth-fill and in its 
place was submitted a proposal to 
build a four-arch concrete bridge, the 
estimated cost of which was about 
$100,000. This proposal met with the 
approval of residents on both sides of 
the cavity and grew, when it was fur- 
ther proposed to add two more arches, 
with several other o mentations. 

The Board of Public Works, how- 
ever, is of the opinion that two more 
arches added to the Los Angeles end 
of the structure, would add greatly to 
its beauty and usefulness, which would 
make the total cost about $160,000, this 
to be divided among South ena, 
the county and Los Angeles.

GED VETERAN 
LAID TO REST. 


BRAVES MANY DANGERS, BUT 
"LIVES UNTIL NINETY-ONE. 


Born in the Dachy of Holsjein, He 
Aildeti That Little Principality. in 
Its War Which Shook Off the Yoke | 
of Denmark — Served Through | 
Civil War. 


SOLDIERS’ HOME, Jan. 22.—-John 
-Boysen, ar aged veteran of wars in 
both Europe and the United States, 
was borne to his last resting place in 
the home cemetery today. — 

Born in the then Duchy of Holstein, 
ninety-one years Boysen at an 
early age entered the army of that 
country and participated in all the 
battles of Schleswig-Holstein, when, 
in 1848 those duchies confederated fur 
the purpose of securing freedom from 
further dominion by Denmark. 

The old veteran's stories of that ex- 
citing period of his young life as fre- 
quently told to intimates at this place, 
gave evidence of ah excellent memory 
and clear intelleet, even to within a 
few days of his death. After the suc- 


| cessful close of that war, in which tlie 


littie dominions were aided by Prus- 
sia and Austria, Boysen foresaw that 
his native land would, in the end fall 
a prey to those powers. 

Vowing he would never bow his 
knee to either power, he immigrated 


States. 

The instinct of the soldier surviv- 
ing the downfall of his native land, he 
was unable to resist the cali to that 
army life to which he had become i- 
ured, Boysen entered the army of the 
United States in 1856, and served 
through the Civil War, and partici- 
pated after its close in Indian cam- 
paigns in all parts of the country for 
fourteen years. Four time-worn and 
yellowed bits of parchment among his 
paers in headquarters of this branch, 
bear testimony to his faithful service 
in this, his adopted country. 

Boysen first enlisted in Co. E, Sec- 
ond United States Artillery, on Janu- 
ary 20, 1856, and was digcharged D>:- 
20, 1862, and was discharged July 2, 
1864. Re-enlisted July 2, 1864, and was 
discharged July 2, 1867. Re-enlisted Au- 
gust 19, 1867, and was discharged Au- 
gust 19, 1870. 

Bryson had then arrived at the age 
of 50, and often told of his grief that 
owing to his age he was not permitted 
to continue in the service he had 
grown to love. His final discharge 
took place at Alaska, from which -place 
he drifted to Oregon, where he. en- 
gaged in the ocehpation of farming, 
with little success, and finally came 
to the Pacific branch in 1897.
